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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants' claimed invention is too broad. The 
basis of the invention is directed to an enclosed tank structure for holding a liquid to support a wafer with a planar member above the 
supported wafer as well as a radiant energy source above all the prior structure. Furthermore, a backing member can be provided on a 
backside of the planar member. The teachings of Montierth et al (US 2005/0003737) and Sandaiji et al (US 4,982,065) establish that such 
features are well known and conventional. Each tank structure to Montierth and Sandaiji would enable a user to add a desired chemical 
solution to effect an intended process including deposition on the wafer. Therefore, patentability of the claimed invention has been 
denied. 
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
